INSTRUCTION THEREIN TRIED IN ONE OF THE 
PUBLIC SCMOOLS WITH MOST SATISFACTORY

and shorthand in the city high-schools. Oneof 
the Professors decided to try the experiment, 
so far as the first was concerned, and he is de 
lighted with the result...

I read it,”’ aid he yesterday, ** and so did most 
of the other teachers, but I thought it over, 
and concluded that it was no more than fair to 
give type-writing a trial. So I called on the 
agents of the type-writer and caligraph and 
said to them if they were willing to furnish a 
machine I would take the trouble to learn how

my disposal. [I took them home, and 

set to work, and when I had mastered the prin- 

ciples of operation brought them to the school 
with the consent of the Principal and offered

side of regular hours so as not to conflict with 
my duties. Out of 150 scholars twenty-five ac- 
cepted the offer, and each one has since devoted 
two hours a week to the type-writer. More 
would have accepted had there been facilities. 
School begins at 9 and ends at 2. I divide the 
class, which consists of seven young men and 
eighteen young women, so that two can prac- 
tice between 8 and 9 and two others between 2 
and 3%. The time is not sufficient, of course, to 
make progress, but all are doing excel- 
lent wo and intwo or three months more 
will be competent to fill positions in mercantile 
houses if obliged to earn their living.”

Graduates of 
the high-schools, on the other hand, can, as a 
rule, write grammatically ana spel! and punctu- 
ate correctly, and, with a knowledge of type- 
writing, would make satisfactory amanuenses. 

The success of the experiment has converted 
many doubting teachers, and they would fol- 
low the example of their associate but for the 
fear that the Board of Education might criti- 
cise their action. Were type-writing added to 
the curriculum and adequate facilities fur- 
nished for the study at least two-thirds of the 
pupils in the high schools would take it up. If 
the sixteen weeks given to mental philosophy 
by boys giris of 14 to 17 were devoted to 
type-writ they would acquire something 
which might be of advantage after gradua-

FAST DRIVING. 
THE CITY ORDINANCE ON THE SUBJECT DOES 
NUT APPLY ON MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

The case of Charley Kern, who was arrested 
by a park policeman for fast driving on*Michi- 
gan boulevard, was a peculiar one. Complaint 
was made under the park ordinance, which 
fixes the maximum speed at eight miles an 
hotr. Kern denied that he had violated this, 
but admitted that his horse was traveling 
about six miles an hour. Whereupon Justice 
Foote fined him for violating the city ordinance, 
which prohibits a faster speed than six miles 
an hour. It is a mooted question whether the 
Park Board has exclusive control of Michigan 
boulevard for purposes of regulation, the rela- 
tive jurisdiction of the city and the board not 
having been judicially defined. While the park 
policemen have authority to arrest violators 
of the park ordinances, it strikes some 
people as strange that a Justice of 
the Peace should fine a man who ignored a

points of differen Taking the four principal 
items in the acco the figures are: 


The stock of coin and bullion and the reserve are 
each nearly five millions greater than at this time 
last year, and, as compared with 1882, the stock of 
bullion shows an increase of two millions, and the 
reserve an increase of three millions. The bank 
itself is thus in a position of much greater strength 
than it was twelve months or a couple of years 
ago. And the marketis also fairly strong. 
The amount of private deposits, it is true, is 
very slightly in excess of what it stood at a year 
ago, and considerably less than it was at this time 
in 1882. On the other hand, however, the private 
securities also are lower, so that if less money is 
held outside the bank, less has been borrowed 
from it. Both trade and speculation, moreover, 
are quieter, and prices are lower than they were 
in 1883 or 1882, and the demand for money is thus 
doubly curtailed. It is diminished by the re- 
striction of business, and also by the fact that, 
owing to the fall prices, it takes a smaller 
amount of money do a given amount of work.
